JOHN PURCELL DIES. 



Injurlea He Received In Rail- 
road Wreck Prova • 
Fatal. 



.lolm I'lirccll. the well known rail 

load eliiriiicer. died Wednesday nlffht. 
at .sits. \lai\\ and lilizaliet h llos[)ital. 
Mis death caiiie as a shock to his 
relatives anil pli;. siciaiis. as imtil a 
few ho Ms before Ihe end his eoiiili- 
tioii had showed niindi i iiiprm eiiieii t , 
Kii(fiiieer I'lin-ell was badly injured 
in a wreeU of his t ngine near Hiris- 
tlansburif two weeks ago, caused by 
spreading of the raila. 

The engine toppled and crushed 
him beneath it, burning him some- 
vvhat and breaking his lepr In two 
places. In addition to Injiirinjf him iii- 
teiiiiill,\. He was remoNed to St. 
.losepirs liifiriiiiiry for treatment, 
and was jreltintr aloni; nicel.v, when 
pneiimonia set in. His condition for 
a time was critical, but several liays 
aL.'o lie had ree<>ver«'il almost com- 
pletely from hl.s attack of pneumo- 
nia and apparently waa on tne road 
to recovery. Tueaday afternoon be 
suffered a relapae, and the pulmo- 
nary artery became clogged, reault- 
inf> in his death at 6:30 o'clock. 

.Mr I'liicell WHS fifty-eijfht years ot 
imf, and l(a(l been employed as an 
en(;ineer on iIk l,onis\ ille A- Nashville 
railroad (lining' the last forty vear-. 
He was one of Ihe company's most 
faithful and trustworthy employes, 
and often was given difficult runs. 
He waa bom in Cannelton, Ind., but 
removed to Ix)ul8vUIe with hia pat^ 
ents when only a year old. He waa 
a member of the Brotherhood of 
Ixx-omotlve Knirineers. and a lifelong 
member of the Cliiindi of the Mlessed 
Sacrament, where the fuii.ual services 
w ( re held Saturday iiKU uintr. He is 
survived hv his wife and nine chil- 
dren, five sons and four dauifhters.

According to the Associated Press 
reports the first week's debates in 
the new (iei'inan Kelchstag liave 
widened the breach between the tiov- 
eriiiiiciit and the Catludic party, with 
the result that it is tolerably certain 
that there is a long contest ahead. 
Chancellor Kuelow Is endeavoring to 
form a Uovernment majority in the 
Kelchstag without tbe aid of the 
Clerical Centriats, and the latter are 
determined to eadawssa tbs Oerern- 
ment in order to reassert their 
former paramount position and thus 
eoinpel the ( hancellor to come to a 
working' arranj^ement with them. The 
debate' indicated the growing inteii- 
Hity of political feeling, which is ex- 
tending to aocial relations. The mem- 
bers of the Centre party at a cau- 
cus resolved not to leave their cards 
at the Chancellor's residence, as has 
been customary, nor to attend his 
I'arliamentary reception. To accen- 
tuate their personal op|M)sitlon they 
have hit caiiU at the houses of all 
the other .Ministers, and are attend- 
ing the latt^r's evening receptions. 
.Many of the higher clergy disap- 
proved the decisions of the Centre 
party before the election but under 
tbe drctuustances in order to pre- 
serve intact the powerful Church 
l>arty they are closint.' up their raiiUs 
and consolidatiiij,' in support of it. 
The impression anioni,' ex|ierienced 
(d)servers is that (ierniaiiy is likely 
to have a [i.riod ot lively internal 
piditlcs. which may even lead to an- 
other ilis.solution of the Beichstag 
after tbe reassembling of that body 
next Autumn, as the Government, 
having badly defeated the Socialists, 
may desire another general chs tiou 
in order to aeek to reduce tbe Par- 
liamentary representation of tbe Cen- 
tre party.
